lowed which lasted two hours, the en­ 
emy finally retiring with heavy loss. 
Meanwhile the French column was re­ 
inforced by two companies of infan­ 
try and a battery of artillery com­ 
manded by Lieutenant Colonel Brol- 
Iard. and after the Arabs had been 
driven off the combined forces return­ 
ed to Kas Hah Ber Rohid. 
The dead include Lieutenant Ricard 
of the Third African Chasseurs, four 
privates of the foreign legion, two 
chasseurs and one sharpshooter. Lieut­ 
enant Colonel Passard was among the 
wounded. It is believed the tribesmen 
who opposed the French soldiers in­ 
cluded the Mozambas as well as the 
Chaouias.

On Saturday the assassins 
met secretly in the b ack room of a 
cafe and there laid out every step of 
the plot, which they were enab led to 
do, as all the details relating to the 
homecoming of the king had b een 
made pub lic. 
To each was assigned 
a post in the work of shooting down 
the memb ers of the royal family, b ut 
lots were drawn for the selection of 
each particular victim. 
Those who 
drew Queen Ame'ie and Prince Man 
uel failed to carry out their b loody 
task. 
The cham b er in the palace where 
repose the b odies of King Carlos and 
the crown prince has b een draped in 
mourning and arranged to resemb le a 
chapel. 
The b iers are surrounded hy 
lighted candles and Queen Ameiie, 
widow of the king, and the dowager 
Queen Maria Pia. his mother, watch 
continualy at the side of the dead. 
The b ody of the king is clad in the 
uniform of the commander-in-chief of 
the army, while the prince wears a 
uniform of a captain of the Second 
Lancers. 
Several masses for the re­ 
pose of the souls o? the depart ini have 
already b een said in the m ortuary 
chamb er. 
The funeral will he held 
Feb . S, and the b odies will lie in state 
b eginning today. 
It is expected that 
the funerals will b<> attended hy the 
Prince of Wales, Prince Charles of 
Bourb on, the Duke of Oasta, the cou­ 
sin of King Victor Emmanuel, a spe­ 
cial French emb assy and detachm ents 
of the foreign regiments of which the 
late king was honorary colonel. 
The condition of Queen Ameiie, con­ 
trary to rumors, is relatively good. 
The Duke of Oporto, b rother of the 
late king, has estab lished his resi­ 
dence at the palace, where he will re­ 
main for- a time. 
The Countess*of 
Paris. Queen Amelie’s m other is on 
her way here. 
Charles Page Bryan, 
the American m inister to Portugal, 
was the first diplomat to offer condol­ 
ences to the royal family. 
Little b y little Lisb on is regaining 
its normal aspect, although all the 
pub lic b uildings and the palace are 
still guarded b y cordons of soldiers 
and 
detachm ents of the 
municipal 
guard. 
A num b er of the newspapers 
of the city have suspended pub lica 
tlon. 


The Hungarian cham b er of deputies 
refused to vote a motion condoling 
with the royal family of Portugal in 
the death of King Carlos. 


USE OF SLED S 
SUGGESTED. 


Va nco uv er Ma n Telia 
Ho w Co ntest­ 
a nts In New Yo rk to Pa ris Ra ce Ca n 
Reliev e Weig ht o n Auto s— Ex plo rer 
Sa y s Use Ho rses to H aul Supplies. 


Harry G. McLean of Vancouver, B 
C., who was iuterviewed at New York 
on the overland automob ile race from 
I New York to Paris, whicb has b een 
arranged b y the New York Times and 
‘the Matin of Paris, says there are sev­ 
eral things necessary for the comfort 
of the men on the trip to which atten­ 
tion might well b e called. 
Mr. McLean has spent a great deal 
of time In British Columb ia and has 
also b een in the arctic sections of Alas­ 
ka. having made several trips to Point 
Barlow, the extreme northern point 
w here many of the w haling fleets make 
their headq uarters during the whaling 
season. 
He has traveled quite exten­ 
sively b y sled and knows many of the 
most ob scure paths and trails of the 
country that is never without its cov­ 
ering of snow, and therefore his views 
may b e considered as helping the solu­ 
tion of the prob lem that faces the men 
who will undertake to drive the m a­ 
chines across ice and snow', says the 
New York Times. 
“The more I think of the trip, of 
which I have b een reading In one sec­ 
tion of the country and another since 
its inception, the more 
1 am convinced 
that it can b e made, b ut It will b e 
made under conditions never b efore 
met b y men. 
In the first place, the 
trip cannot b e made unless accompa­ 
nied b y guides and sleds, so that every 
possib le b it of weight can b e taken 
from the cars—that is to say, that all 
^camping material, all food and extra 
clothing should b e hauled on sleds. 
“These sled trains can then serve two 
purposes—first, to take weight from 
the cars and then as scouts and trail 
b reakers, so to speak, going ahead of 
the cars and, to a certain extent, pick­ 
ing out the l» est way for the machines 
to go and in a very small way b reak­ 
ing the trail of the snow. 
“The sleds more commonly in use in 
the arctic regions are from nine to ten 
feet long and twenty-two inches wide, 
the runners ab out twelve inches deep 
and the sides ab out eighteen inches 
high. 
The sled proper is an open 
framework of oak or hickory, no more 
wood b eing used than is ab solutely 
necessary. 
All the parts are lashed to­ 
gether w'ith strips of sealskin or walrus 
hide. 
Few* or no nails are used; so, 
while the sled Is very strong, it is also 
flexib le and ab le to 
withstand the 
rough usage to w hich it is constantly 
sub jected in traveling. 
In passing I 
might interject that the automob ile 
construction should receive a thought 
In this direction of elasticity, for there 
are some terrib le wrenches to b e under­ 
gone. The sled cover, of light drilling. 
Is made large enough to spread all over 
the whole length of the sled on the b ot­ 
tom 
‘ Incidentally, harnessing the d» >gs to 
the sleds, which it is well to know 
ab out, for the natives cannot b e en 
tirely depended to stick to the job , Is 
quite an Interesting undertaking. 
The 
harness is made of strips of heavy 
ticking, canvas, sennit or seal b ide and 
Is all in oue piece for each dog. 
A 
strip goes around the dog’s neck and 
crosses In front of the cheat, w here the 
two parts are fastened together to 
form a collar. The ends then go under­ 
neath I lie fore legs and lead up, one on 
each side, to the dog's b ack. 
Another 
strip is fastened to the top of the col­ 
lar at the b ack of the neck and leads 
nloug the b ack to meet the other two 
ends, and here all three pieces are se 
cured together and made fast to a 
small piece of rope ab out two feet long. 
“ In harnessing a dog the collar is put 
on over the head, each of his fore feet 
put through one of the loops formed 
b y tb e ends coming together, and he is 
ready to b e made fast to tb e sled. 
A 
larger rope, the length of which de­ 
pends ufKm the num b er of dogs to Is? 
used, is made fast to the front of the 
sled, and to this is secured the small 
rofie of the dog’s harness, the dogs b e­ 
ing yoked in pairs, one on each side of 
the central rope. 
] he team generally 
consists of an odd num b er of dogs, the 
odd dog b eing hitched to the central 
line in front of the other dogs and acts 
as a leader. 
This plan is used b y the 
white people In the lower Yukon and 
is considered b etter than the plan of 
the natives of b itching the dogs one 
ahead of the other. 
“ Another thing of importance next 
to the food is the camp gear to he 
used when stops are made for the 
night where there are no native b uta 
or other shelter, of course, tents to 
accommodate each party—that is, the 
party in each machine. 
But this Is 
added weight to the equipment to b e 
rarried on tb e sleds and can easily b e 
done away with. The favorite way of 
the Eskimos for camping in that part 
of the country Is to b uild suow houses 
at night when they get ready to stop. 
“The wind packs tb e snow so hard 
that It can easily b e cut into b locks 
with a long knife. 
From these b locks 
in a short time can b e constructed a 
small strong house, the cracks b eing 
stopped up with loose snow, which 
freezes quickly, and for the door a 
large b lock of suow can b e used. 
In 
this way the b ouse Is made practically 
air tight. 
Boon the warmth of the 
b odies of three or four people will 
raise the tem perature of the place so 
that it is fairly comfortab le, and some 
of the clothing can b e removed. 
On 
account of the difficulties of construc­ 
tion a snow house cannot b e made as 
large as a tent, b ut where there is no

It Is impossib le to get water j 
during the day without stopping to 
b ilild a fire and melt the snow* unless ■ 
one carries a flask Inside the clothing. I 
and this stopping uses up time. 
“Snow is b ad for the mouth and lu j 
time makes it sore, b esides not b eing ; 
sufficient to quench the thirst except • 
for the moment. The worst feature of! 
eating snow is that if one gives way to; 
the temptation there is uo stopping for ; 
the rest of the day, for, 
while it ! 
quenches the thirst for ttie time b eing. i 
it only serves to increase It in the long I 
run, and shortly after taking some 
snow oue is more thirsty than l*» fore. 


“ 1 found that b y drinking in the; 
morning I seldom was thristy until ; 
nlgb t and had no great desire to drink 
unless a haït was made in the middle 
of the day and a fire started for tea.” j 
Evelyn Briggs Baldwin, arctic ex 
plorer, who was the meteorologist with 
the Peary expedition of 1883-4, second • 
in command of the Wellman exj>edi 
tlon of 1808-0 and leader of the Bald 
win Ziegler polar expedition of 1901-2, 
said the other day In speaking of the 
New* York to Parla automob ile race: 
“I think the race is entirely feasib le 
Having passed so much time In the 
arctic region, 1 naturally feel I am 
competent to Judge of tb e likelihood of 
the contestants in the race getting suc­ 
cessfully through the upper part of 
Alaska and Sib eria, although, of course, 
arctic explorers have uot much to do 
with automob iles, as will b e readily1 
understood. 
“I think tb e contestants would find 
their journey greatly aided if they 
make usé of horses whenever such use 
might b e necessary. 
On the Baldwin 
Ziegler expedition I caused a numb er 
of tough little ponies to b e purchased 
in Sib eria and shipped to the north, 
where we made excellent use of them.
